1. GERHARD GRUETZMACHER, FIRST CHAIRMAN OF THE WEST GERMAN 
"GERMAN CHINA SOCIETY" (DEUTSCHE-CHINA GESELLSCHAFT -DCG) , WAS INFORMED 
IN JUNE DURING TALKS WITH CHINESE COMMUNIST OFFICIALS IN EAST BERLIN 
THAT PEKING WILL SOON BEGIN RELAXING TRAVEL RESTRICTIONS TO CHINA. ONE 
CHINESE OFFICIAL, DESCRIBED BY GRUETZMACHER AS THE AMBASSADOR, ADMITTED 
THAT THE CULTURAL REVOLUTION CAUSED CHINA TO NEGLECT ITS TOURIST TRADE. 
(HEADQUARTERS COMMENT: THERE IS NO CHINESE AMBASSADOR PRESENTLY POSTED 

IN EAST BERLIN; THE EMBASSY IS UNDER CHARGE D'AFFAIRES LIU P'U. ) THE 
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OFFICIAL SAID THIS SITUATION IS SOW BRING OORRRCTRD BUT NOTRD THAT SUCH 
CHANGES CAN ONLY TAKE PLACE GRADUALLY. AS A MEANS OF ENCOURAGING TOURISM, 
A PROGRAM WILL BE DEVELOPED IN 1370 INSURING THAT VISITORS TO CHINA AND 
ITS REGIONS WILL RECEIVE A FAVORABLE RECEPTION.
